§ 1 .2 Business to be transacted in effing. AD business with the Patent and Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their 
attorneys or ag^attta The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in theOffice. 

No attention wffl be pan! to any aCsgsd oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 

The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself incomplete through the failure to record 
the substance of uitervts&s. 

It is the responsfoiEty of the appScant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record in the application file, unless the examiner indicates he or she 
will do so. It is the examiner's resgamsa&ty to see that such a record is made and to correct material inaccuracies which bear directly on the question of patentability.

The 
docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview, the duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given to the applicant (or attorney 
or agent) at the conclusion of the interests ?. In case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address either with or prior to the next official 
communication. ffariifflionalcuJina^ the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the 

telephonic interview rather than t^th the rtaxt official communication.

The Form also contains a statement rernirafing the applicant of his responsibility to the record the substance of the interview. 

It is desirabte that the exarrmsr craQy remircd the applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the interview in each case unless both applicant and examiner agree 
that the examiner wffl record same.

Applicant's summary of whatta ft pfetce at the interview should be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the examiner during 
the interview. If there is an inaccuracy and it bears directly on the question of patentability, it should be pointed out in the next Office letter. If the claims are allowable for other 
reasons of record me exarnirter shoua send a tetter setting forth his or her version of the statement attributed to him. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should 
place the irafcafem interveser record OX" on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.
